PEACE BEGINS AT 
HOME 


The Kremlin has argued 
that the Korean conflict is an 
internal affair—a civil war 
like the American Civil war. 
It implied quite clearly there- 
by that it had no intention of 
armed intervention. The 
Korean leaders are unlikely 
to bother very much about 
that while things go well 
with them, But they may be 
less appreciative of this line 
when the fortunes of war 
turn. Incidentally it is also 
a fairly good guarantee 
against Chinese intervention. 

It: is the Taiwan question 
that Moscow wants to use in 
order to embroil the People's 
Government and the United 
States. It is out to create the 
maximum trouble for the 
United States, and at the 
same time’ the minimum trou- 
ble for itself. Moscow would 
like to turn the island into 
another Korea, but the Chin- 
ese would be much less in- 
telligent than they are jf they 
fell into such an obvious 
trap. The’ world crisis has 
barely begun. One distin- 
guished personage, Bertrand 
Russell, has predicted _ that 
if war does occur it will be a 
long.one and last ten years. 
The starters may not figure 
among the finishing few, but 
even so it is a prospect to 
make even the blindest fan- 
atic quail, and Chinese Com- 
munists most of all. 

A cynical comment we 
came across the other day 


good old days.” The picture 
of China in 1950 is one of 
bright hopes and deep 
shadows. There is energy and 
enthusiasm such as has not 
been_known since the heyday 
of the Nationalists. But 
economic conditions are worse 
than they have ever been in 
modern times, and. that ap- 
plies’ to the country-side’— 
stricken by one tremendous 
calamity after another—no 
less than to the immense 
metropolis of Shanghai.

Making a sudden raid on a 
house In the heart of Manila's 
Chinatown, , Philippine Con- 
ntabulory investigators arrested 
22 Chinese’ suspected of having 
been, among no group brought 
Into the country illegally by a. 
smuggling ‘ring recently: 

Despite the Chinese’ claims 
that they were old residents of 
the elty and did not violate Im- 
migration laws, the 22 suspects 
were taken to Camp Crame for 
questioning when they could not 
show proper entry papers, 

This was the first batch of 
Chinese arrested In the city since 
the authoritics threatened to .get 
tough If aliens failed to observe 
regulations far new registration 
and payment of the 50-peso fcc 
recently enforced, Out of an ome 
clally Msted 160,000 allens—125,- 
000 ‘of them Chinesc—not more 
than one-fourth hava registered 
under the new regulations. 

The alien screening crackdown 
was aimed mainly at the Chinese, 
whom some government ollicials 
suspeet include a large number of 
potential Communists ov fellow 
travellers, although little direct 
evidence to support this has been 
turned up.
